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There is nothing now upon this Iſland but 2 mean 


Caſtle, the Trade being removed to the Town of Cen, 


which is about two Leages diſtant from it. The Hand 
it ſelf produces nothing but Salt, which grows tome 


Inches deep in a ſolid Cruſt on the Surface of the Ground, 
and the Hills appear at a diſtance as if they were coy er- 8 
ed with Snow ; nor is there a drop of freſh Water on 
the Iſland, but what is preſerv'd in Ciſterns. 


As to the Rivers in Perſia there are very few that are 


navigable, conſidering the valt Extent of the Country. 
The River Oxzs, indeed, which lepatates Perfia from 
 Utbek- Tartary, is a large Stream, but as there are na 
Branches of it which arite in the Perſian Damme, ic is 
of little Uſe to them. 


The Rivers Kur and Arat, formerly called C; rus ant 


Araxes, which riſe in Mount Ararat, aud run thru,

A great number of extreamly high Mountains are to be 

found throughout Perſia, of which Mount Ararat, Ca- 

caſ#s and Taurus are the moſt remarkable. . 
Ararat is ſituated in Armenia, and has always been 


famous for being the Place where it is ſuppoſed Noa#'s 
Ark firſt reſted vpon the going off of the Deluge. The 
Armenians and Perſians pretend that the Remains of the 


Ark are ſtill found on the Top cf an inaccefible Rock 


on that Mount, which they ſay was the particular Spot 
where it reſted ; Nay, Szrays, a Monk, if you'll believe 
him, went up and brought away a Piece of the Wood, * 
of which he produces a Certificate. 

Caucaſus, bordering on Georgia, is of a vaſt height, 
and has its Top always cover'd with Snow. It has fine 


Valleys lying at its Foot, with many pleaſant Villages 
Watered with pure and fruitful Streams. 


Taurus, 
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Taurus, now called by the Perſianus Ioilack Perjan, 


_ takes it rife in Perſia, and extends quite to India, being 


much the longeſt in the known World. 


Vaſt ſandy Plains or Delarts are to be met with in 
the Heart of Per/ia, which is not to be wonder'd at, 


conſidering that no Rivers are to be found there. The 


Province of CHoraxan has a large ſhare of theſe Plains, 
but the greateſt part of them lie towards the Frontiers 
of the Usbek-Tartars.

A Deſcription of Ipahan, and what is moſt 


JSPAHAN, or as it's pronounced Spahawn, is ſitu- 
= ated in 32 Degrees 40 Minutes North Latitude, and 


the Foth Degree of Longitude. This City is the Me- 


tropolis of Perſia, and the Place where their Monarchs 


conſtantly reſide ; it ſtands in a large and fertile Plain, 
which is encloſed on three Sides, like an Amphitheatre, 

by a Ridge of Mountains two or three Leagues from it. 
It is ſurrounded by a Wall of Bricks baked in the Sun, 
the Compaſs of which is in all about twelve Miles, 
with a Tower and a Ditch full of Water, near which 


there are ſeveral Rows of Trees for the Conveniency 


of taking the air. The River Zenderud runs by it, at 


about a Mile's diſtance, from which Water is conveyed 


by Pipes and Channels into the on. 
The Streets of Ipaban are narrow, crooked, and un- 
even, and did not the Wholſomeneſs of the Air make 


amends for the Negligence of the People, the Dirtineſs 


of the Streets muſt breed many Diſtempers, every Houſe 
having a Trench before it to throw out their Filth into; 
and the dead Bodies of Beaſts, as well as the Blood of 


thoſe for the Shambles being generally caſt out into the 
publick Places, The Streets are not pay'd, and are ge-

at the Tops like Turbans. 
_ Cloiſter, whoſe Arches are adorned with ſmall Tiles f 
various Colours; and the ſecond Gate, which is covered 
With Plates of Silver, is the Way into the Moſque, 
which is painted all over within after the Arabian man- 
ner, and gilt; fo that the Arches ſeem to vie in Beauty 
with the Pavement, which is covered With the richelt

nerally pretty dark by reaſon of the Arches which cover 


the Bazars or Market-Places, and ſerve to walk dry un- 


der in rainy Weather from one Houle to another. 
The general Form of the Houſes is to have a Portico 
in the Middle, with a Fountain or Ciſtern of Water. 


On three of the Sides there are Windows on the Top 


to receive Light, underneath ſmall Arches to admit the 


Cool Air, and Rows of Rooms with Lattices curi— 
oufly painted at the Windows. Farther in there is gene- 


rally a great Room, where there are Quilts and Pillows 
ſtuffed with Cotton to ſleep on, the Ground being co- 


vered with Carpets ſuitable to the Quality of the Owner. 


The Palaces of great Men ſeldom exceed two Floors 
in height, and on the four Sides of the Portico have 


two arched Rooms to each, adorned With Arabian 

Painting of all Colours. Ihe Roof i is flat after the Ne- 

apolitan Faſhion, andi in Summer W lie upon it, becauſe 
of the Heat. 


There are ſome very fine Squares i in this Fown, par- 


ticularly the Royal Square or Meidan, into which two 


of the Palace Gates open. On the Sides of this Square 
there are Buildings with Shops on both Sides, much like 
our Exchanges, with a ſecond Story where Mechanicks 
On that ſide of the Square 


next the Palace there is a fine Row of Trees planted, 


with a handſome Baſon of Water, aud a hundred and 
ten Pieces of braſs Cannon brought from Ormus when 
it was taken from the Portugueze, which ſerve for no- 
thing but to make a ſhew. There ſtands a large Moſque 
on the South-End of the Square, and another Moſque 
on the Eaſt-End over- againſt the great Gate: of the Fa- | 
lace. - 


The firſt of theſe is the King's Moſque, having a very 


beautiful Front with two Jowers on the dides ending 
The firſt Gate leads into a 


 Cupets the Country attords. 
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In the Middle of this noble Square is a Market for 


Hortes and Cattle, as likewite for all manner of Goods 
and Proviſions, contrary to the Intention of the great 
Sheb-4Ahbaas who built the Square, he deſigning it for the 
manly Exerciſes, ſuch as Horſemanſhip, the Bow, c. 


The Buildings of the Palace, with the Gardens belonging 
to it, take up above a League in Compals; the two 


Gates which come up to the Royal Meidan or Square, 


are ont of them called Alicapi, and the other Doulet 


Cana; over one of them is a Gallery where the Shah 
. uſes to ſic and ſee martial Exerciſes perform'd on horſe- 
back. No Part of the Palace where the Court reſides 1s 


contiguous to the royal Square, but having entered the 


principal Gate there's a Hall or Court on the left-hand, 


where the Vizier and other Judges adminiſter Juſtice on 


certain Days, and on the right are Rooms where Ot- 
_ fenders are allowed to take Sanctuary. From hence to 
the Hall, where the King uivally gives Audience, is a 

handſome Walk, being a long Room well painted and 
-pilded, and ſupported by forty Pillars; it is divided into 
three Parts one a Step higher than the other, on which 
the great Officers ſtand according to their Rank, for as 
to hereditary Nobility there is no ſuch thing in Perſia. 
On the third Aſcent is the Royal Throne, raiſed about a 
Foot and an half above the Floor, and about eight Feet 
ſquare, on which is ſpread a rich Carpet; here the King 


fits croſs-legged upon folemn Occaſions, having a bro- 
cade Cuſhion under him, and another at his Back. As to 


the reſt of the Apartments of the Palace, and particu- 
larly the Haram or Womens Apartments, neither Na- 
tives nor Foreigners can give an exact Deſcription of 
them, none being permitted to enter but the Eunuchs; 
but in general they confiit in ſeparate Pleaſure-houſes 


diſperſed about the Gardens, much of the ſame Form 


with the Houſes firſt deſcribed, with fine Walks, Foun- 
tains and Caſcades about them; beyond the Gardens the 
Emperor has a large Park walled in, where the Ladies 
hunt and take their Diverſions with his Majeſty. : 


| The Bagnios in I paban are very numerous, the Build- 


ings of the generality of which are globular, and of 
a white poliſh'd Stane, having their Tops covered with 
painted Tiles. The Apartments of the Infide are laid 
with black and white Marble, ſome of which are for 
— bathing

bathing and ſweating, and the others for Pleaſure. 
Adjoining to the City, and cxtending from it about a 
Mile's Length to the River Zenderboud, is the Walk 
Charbag, fo much admir'd by Travellers, conſiſting of 
a double Row of Trees on each fide, and a running 
Canal in the Middle, whoſe Sides are lin'd with hewn 
Stone: The Canal not being continued on a Level, the 
Water at every Furlong's diſtance falling into a large 
Baſon, forms a Caſcade. On each ſide of this Walk 
are the Royal Gardens, and thoſe of the Grandees, with 
ſeveral Pleaſure-houſes at a ſmali diſtancdge. 
The City of /þaharn is ſo populous on account of the 
Wholſomenels of the Air, and the Conveniency of Trade, 
that they call it half the World; and not without reaſon, 
as well for the Diverſity of Tongues ipoke there, as for 
the prodigious Wealth of its Bazars, and Shops of all 
forts of Commodities. - . 
The Perſians are a civiliz'd, peaceable, modeſt People, 
and the generality of them Men of bright Parts. Being 
Lovers of Learning they have their Colleges or Medres 
where the Sciences are taught. They are particularly ad- 
dicted to Poetry, and have an excellent Genius for it: 
Every one of their great Men have a Poet in their Fa- 
mily, and in each grand Entertainment that's made, he's 
called in to oblige the Company with his Compoſi- 
tions. Their Invention in their Poetical Pieces is fruit- 
ful and lively, and their Language has a peculiar Soft- 
neſs in it proper for Verſe, which they mix with all the 
Proſe they write, and frequently with common Con- 
verſation. Several other of the Sciences ate ſtudied by 
them, but they have a particular Eſteem for, and Faith in 
Judicial Aſtrology. They have Choice Arabick Books, 
many of which are tranſlated into the Perſian Tongue, 
but all in Manuſcript, Printing being Not hitherto intro-, 
duced among them. %%ͤ;ò ] 
The Perſiaus are extreamly addicted to Women, end 
are charged with Lewdneſs of a more heinous Nature. 
Their Vanity in their Cloaths, Equipages and Atten- 
dants is very exceſſive, but in other reſpeQs they are ra- 
= theravaritious. They are very pertonable Men, of a good 
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Stature and agreeable Features, and in the Northern Parts 
of the Empite of an admirable Complexion, but towards 
the South are ſomething more upon the Olive. Tu 
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the richeſt Silks and Sables, which laſt amount to a vaſt 
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Rheumatiſms ſuch Luxuries produce.

The Cloaths both of their Men and Women are t 


Price: Their Turbans alſo are very expenſive, an ordi- 


nary one colting ten Pounds Sterling, of Which they 
think they ought to have great variety: Their Saſhes 


likewiſe being richly wrought are very expenſive: All 
this, with the rich Furniture and Equipage they have 


when they ride out, keeps them generally very poor, 
The Garb of the Women is not very different from that 


of the Men, excepting that they neither wear Turbans 


on their Heads, nor Saſhes round their Waiſts, and that 


their Coats and Veſts reach down to their Feet. If ever 
they appear in the Streets, which Women of Diſtincti— 
on ſeldom do, they wear a white Veil from Head to 


Foot; and in order to be conceal'd, as much as p«ffible, 
when they travel they are put into a ſquare Machine of 
Timber, of which they hang one on each Side of a Ca- 
mel, there being no Wheel-Carriages in this Country. 


Theſe Machines are juſt large enough for one Perſon 


to fit down in, and over Head are Bails- upon which a 
kind of Tilt is caſt. The generality of People travel 


with the Caravan, conſiſting of five or fix hundred Ca- 


mels, beſides other Beaſts, and there's no Place where 


they travel with greater Security, or leſs Expence, there 


being Caravanſeras or Inns at proper Diſtance, where | 
r Lodging gratis, and their Proviſions at an

As to the Food made uſe of by the Perſians it is very 


ſimple, the greateft part of it conſiſting in Rice, Fruit, 
and Garden- Vegetables, they having no great variety of 
Fleſh, and ſcarce any variety in their way of drefling it, 


being abſolute Strangers to Ragouts, Fricaſſes, and the 


other compound Viands we Europeans indulge in, and 


cConſequently Strangers to the good Scurvies, Gouts, and 


Tho' excellent Wine is made in ſeveral Provinces, 


there is but a little of it drank by the Natives, it being? 
prohibited by their Religion, ſo that the Armenians and

The Perſian Religion is Mahometiſin as contained in 


the Alcoran, and explain'd by Aly the Son- in- Law of Ma- 
homet, and one of his Succeſlors in the Empire. The 


Mahometans in general make two Articles of Faith, and 
J e 


1. That there is no other God but God. 2. That 


Mabomet was ſent from God. 3. That they ought to 
obſerve their corporal Purifications. 4. That they pray 


to God at the appointed TI imes. F. "That they give Alms 
to the Poor. 6. That they fait all the Month of Ka- 
megan. 7. That they go in Pilgrimage to Mecca, if poſſible , 
To theſe the Perſiaus add another Article of Faith, That 


Aly is the Vicar of God. Nay, their Doctors carry it 


{till farther, and ſay that he was of a divine Nature, and 


that God was incarnate in him, and hold that he is not 


dead, but taken up to Heaven, and that he ſhall come 


from Paradiſe again, and fill the World with his Doc- 
trine, and that *twas by him the World was crea- 
ted, Cc. thus exalting him ſornetimes above Mahomet 

himſelf. But ds the Perſiaus differ in many Particulars 
from the other Followers of Mahomer, eſpecially the 


Turks, between whom a mortal Enmity reigns upon that 


Account, I ſhall give the Reader a ſhort Narrative of 


the Riſe and Grounds of that Difference. 


When Mahomet died, Aly his Son-in-Law, and An- 
beker his Father: in- Law, both laid Claim to the Succeſ- 


ſion. The People being divided in their Opinions, the 


Diſpute came to be tried by Force of Arms, and. ſeveral 


Battles were fought between them with various Suc- 
 MAbubeker dying in a ſhort time, Omar, one of Maho- 
met's Captains, ſucceeded to his Pretenſions, which he 


maintained ſo well for ten Years together that Aly was 
reduced to the utmoſt Straits. Upon Omar's Death 


Oſman, a Relation of his, got himſelf -proclaim'd his 
Succeſſor, and oppoſed Aly with as much Succeſs as 
his Predeceſſor had done; but dying in a few Years A9 
was univerſally acknowledged by both Parties for the 


Succeflor of Mahomet ; here then was the Foundation 8 


They excel in many manly Exerciſes, particularly in 
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the Differences between the Perſians and the Txrks, and 
other Mahometans. ns ON 


The Perſians ſome time afterwards determined Aly to 


be the next great Prophet, and only true Succeſſor to 
their Law-giver, whereas the Tarh won't hear of Aly's 
being the greateſt Prophet after Mahomer, but give that 
Honour to Abzbeker, and then to Omar and Yſmaen, who 


were the firſt Succeſſors; deeming Aly the leaſt of the 


four Prophets. |

hatred between thoſe two Nations on Account of their

Catholicks aid Proteſtants in Chriſtendom. ES 


- Notwithſtanding that the Mahometans are the govern- 
ing Part of this Country, they are not the greateſt fo. Þ 
reign Traders, the Armenian-Chriſtians, and Baniaus of 
India, having much the larger ſhare, they managing the 


whole European Commerce; upon this Account the 


Government, out of Policy, protect and encourage their 


Chbriſtian Subjects, the Revenue which their foreign 
Trade brings in being of high Conſequence to them.

to India, Turkey, Muſcovy, England, Holland, &c. They

Power himſelt. In order to this he gave out that he 4 
was rightly deſcended from Aly the Son-in- Law cf Ma- 
homet, and took upon him the Name of Caliph, which 
ſignifies Prieft as well as Prince. ISMAEL SEF1 or 
SO PHI, the Son of Adir, followed his Father's Steps, | 
and being ſucceſsful in ſeveral Battles eſtabliſhed himſelf at 
luaſt on the Throne, and is reckon'd the firſt King of the 
late Royal Family.

After Mabo- 
met, Shah Abas the Firſt his Son reigned, and was call- 
ed The Great for his extraordinary Wiſdom and Valour, 
by which he extended the Limits of the Empire, con- 
quering the Kingdoms of Lar, Ormus, Candahar, and 
Other Cities and Provinces. Of many Sons he had, only 
Sen Mirza liv'd, who having a Son by a Slave the 
Grandfather grew ſo fond of that Child, and ſo averſe 
to his own Son, that he ordered a Grandee of the Court 
to put him to Death. However, afterwards upon 
Sight of his Head he lamented bitterly, ſeiz'd all the 
Goods of him that executed the cruel Order, and gave 
them to another whom he had before baniſhed for re- 
_ fuſing to obey this unnatural Command. Shah Abas 
dy'd about the end of the Year 16258, having reign'd 
forty Years; ordering that after his Death the Crown 
ſhould de ive to Shah Sefi his Grandſon. 
Shah Se coming to the Throne lived long enough 
to give ſome notable Specimens of his Cruelty and Bru- 
_ tality, and then died in the Year 1642 of exceſſive

His Son Shah Abhas the Second ſucceeded him, having 
been kept at Casbin, ſo that he did not make his ſolemn 


Entry into Hpaban till the beginning of the enſuing 1 


Tear 1643; he reigned twenty one Years with the Re- 
putation of a valiant and noble Prince, but ſo addicted 


to Drunkenneſs that he cauſed three of his Women to 


be burned for refuſing to drink more Wine. He died 


of an Inflammation, caus'd by that Vice, in the City Þ 


_ Telizon in the Year 1664. 


He was ſucceeded by his Son Shah Señ the Second, Þ 
who afterwards changed his Name, and aſſumed that of Þ 

Solyman. Having led his Life before he came to the Þ 

Crown either amongſt Women or the black Eunuchs, Þ 
he had learned nothing but Cruelty and Laſciviouſnets. Þ 

Giving way to his blood-thirſty Genius he at firlt go- Þ 
vern'd with the utmoſt Rigour and Severity, putting to 
Death many of the Grandees of his Court upon very! 
ſlight Occaſions; but afrerwards addicting himſelf alto- Þ

At this Time the famous Mereweys, who held a Poſt 
under the Government, was diſplaced in favour of an- 
other who outdid him in Preſents, but making Uſe of 
his Friends he raiſed ſo a cefiſiderable Sum in a ſhort time 


as to get himſelf reinſtated. Being, however, both im- 


poveriſhed and diſguſted by this Treatment, and taking 
Advantage of the Weakneſs of the Government, and his 
Diltance from the Court, he determined to ſeize on the 
neighbouring Province of Cazdahar, the Country of the 


Agwans, and to ſet up for himſelf. 'T his Delign he 


communicated to his Friends the Tartars, over a large 
Body of whom he had a Command, being likewiſe a

of the latter, being properly poſted for that purpoſe, fell 
upon the Governor's Guards, cut them to Pieces, and

The Province of Candabar formerly belonged to In- 
dia, and Mereweys had no further Views at this time, 
than the erecting it into an independent State; but this 


A he could not expect to accompliſh without forming ſome 


powerful Alliances ; In order, therefore, to prote& him- 
felf againſt the Forces of the Perſian Empire, which he 


had reaſon to expect would be ſuddenly brought down 


againſt him, he diſpatched an Omrah to the Maogul's Court 
to give advice of his Succeſs, and to propoſe an Alliance 
againſt Perſia, the ancient Enemy of India. This was 
Joyfully received by the Mogul, who began now to en- 
tertain thoughts of recovering the Province of Candabar,

Mereweys dependent on him. He ſent him all imagin- 


able Aſſurances of his Friendſhip, offering him at the

The Perſian Miniſtry receiving Advice of the Sur- 
prize of Candabhar by Mereweys, detached a Body of.

him ; but Mereweys having been joined by the Usbek- 
Tartars, and ſome others, who, in hopes of meeting with 


glorious Plunder in Perſia, came in every Day to him, 


did not ſhut himſelf up in Candabar, but attack'd the 


Perſians in their March, and defeated them.

by another Stratagem got his Rival Brother Morat like- 
Wile ſecur'd and cloſely impriſon'd. He then purſued 
his Brother Dara, who had by this time got together a 
_ conſiderable Body of Forces, came up with him about 
eight Days Journey from Agra, gave him Battle, and | 
routed his Army with a dreadtu} Slaughter. Dara him 
ſelf was once more forced to fly for his Lite, but was a

ſed himſelf to be declared King, notwithſtanding his Fa- 


ther was yet living, aſcending the Royal Throne erected 


by Tamerlane, on the 20th' of Ober 1660, and receiv= 
ing the Homage of all the Grandees. 


Cha Fehan died in the Fort of Agra about the end of 
the Year 1666, at which Aurengzebe affected to ſhew 
great Sorrow and Contrition. By ſuch Bloodthed, Fraud | 
and enormous Practices, did Aurengebe obtain the 


Throne of Indoſtan; when, ſame time after, reflecting 
on the Methods he had practiſed for the compaſſing his 


Ends, he voluntafily impoſed on himſelf a rigorous Ab- 
ſtinence, upon which he ceaſed to be bloody as before, 


and became mild and mercitul to an excels. 


Aureng ebe, beſides his Son Mahomet, who died a . 
toral Death in the Royal Priſon of Gmallior, into which 


he had been thrown by his Father for a Conſpiracy a- 
gainſt him, had four other Sons, viz. Cha Allem, Agem 


Dara, Acbar and Kam Bages, the three former of 
whom were engaged in ſeveral Rebellions, and frequent 


Conſpiracies againſt their Father's Life, and though the 


youngelt did not break out into an actual Rebellion, yet 


he dilcovered a Diſpoſition as ambitious as the reſt, ſo 


that Azrexgzebe thought proper to remam at the Head 
of his Ariny, though there was no Enemy able to appear 
in the Field againtt him, that he might be in a Condi- 


tion to defeat the 0 of his Children. 
This Prince, after a long and bloody War, having 
conquered the Kingdoms of Viſatour and Golconda, 
| brought 
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brought their Kings Priſoners to his Camp, and made 
their Dominions Provinces of the Empire. He now 
reigned ſole Monarch of Iadia, from Tartary to Cape 


Comorin, except that there were ſome Rajas or petty So- 
vereigns in the mountainous inacceſſible Parts of the 


Country, who never ſubmitted to the Mogal's Power; 


the principal Reaſon of which is that nothing was to be 
got by reducing them. 15 
_ The Great Aarengzebe died on the 4th of March, de- 

claring his eldeſt Son Cha Alem his Succeflor ; who, 


after defeating his Brothers in ſeveral Battles upon their 


: conteſting the Sovercignty with him, eltabliſhed himſelt 
in the quiet Poſſeſſion of the Empire. 


Badour Cha, or Cha Alem, reigned in a luxurious in- 


dolent manner for about ten Years, leaving his Crowu 
to his Son Fehaan-C ba. 


Jebaan- Cha dying in a few Years, and leaving four 
Sons, three of whom filled the Throne for a ſhort Space 
of Time according to Seniority, viz. Cha Alem, Je—

N other ſucceſsful Expeditions againſt the Uſurper

of his being incapable of managing the Scepter. It 


is likewiſe affirmed that he afterwards cauſed that 


Prince, together with the whole Royal Family of 


Perſia, and a great Number of the Nobility of the 
firſt Rank, whom he ſuſpected, to be put to Death.

Cha being now fixed on the Perf an ; Throne, 
aſter having filled the higheſt Poſts both in the 
State and Army, he could not reſt 'till he had re- 


venged himſelf on the Agwans, thoſe eternal Ene- 
mies of the Kingdom, to which end he purſued 
them into the very midſt of their Country, the Pro- 


vince of Candabar, which has a ſtrong, City of that 
Name, ſituated on the Border of the River Iiment 


5 or Hindmend. 


The Governor of theſe States, FRF it impru- 
dent to risk an open Battle with the well-diſciplin'd 
Army of the Perfians, reſolved to defend himſelf 
to the utmoſt in his Capital, which he cauſed to be 
provided with every thing neceſſary for that Pur- 
poſe. Nadir- Cha having brought all the Country _ 


round the City under his Subjection, at length laid 
Siege to the Town itſelf, and having battered it 
with his Cannon, and made many Attacks in ſe- 


veral Places for "whole Yar together, he at laſt 


took it by Storm. The unfortunate Governor be- 
ing taken Priſoner was ſent to 1pahan, under a 


Guard of fifteen hundred Horſemen, the Conque- 


ror ordering the Caſtle of this Town to be demo- 


liſhed, and a new Fort to be erected in the Country 
of Paderabaach, to which he 2 the Name of 


Candabar. 


| The Succeſs of this 8 was highly grate- 
ful to our Royal Hero, as appears from a Letter 


ſent by him to Hattembeecq, Governor of I paban, 
the Contents whereof he ordered him to divulge 
throughout his Dominions. This Letter contains 
a particular Detail of thoſe Conqueſts, and gives

Tulbaroem *, when I ordered my whole Army to 
attack the Caftle by Storm, and to plant my Ar- 
tillery fronting, and to play upon the Point De- 
da therewith z I committed the Attack of that Side 
to the Inhabitants of Bagtiar, who, ſupported 
by the ſtrong Arm of God, manfully, and with 
the Courage of Lions, fallied forth towards and

This powerful and great Kingdom was now go- 


vern'd by the Emperor Mamel.- Cha, deſcended. 
| from the illuſtrious Tamerlane, the firſt Founder 
| of the Moguls Empire; being the ſixteenth Prince 
that had aſcended the Throne ſince that celebrated 
Conqueror. His Father was King Jehaan-Cha, Son 


of Cha-Alem or Badur-Cha, whoſe Father was 
the famous Aurengzebe. Mamet-Cha aſcended 
the Throne 1n his Infancy ; upon the Deceaſe of 
his Predeceſſor King Reff-Ulkedder : The Women in 


| the Seraglio, among whom he was brought up, 


| had greatly debauched his Youth, and made him 
effeminate and ſlothful: He was nevertheleſs Maſter 


of many Virtues, and his good Nature carried him 


fo far, that he condemned even the Guilty with 


Reluctance. He was no great Proficient in Po- 


liticks, being one of too weak a Mind to manage 
= the Reins of ſo vaſt a Monarchy ; accordingly 


every Thing ran into Confuſion, and the ſeveral

hence became exceeding audacious, infomuch that 


one Bazir-Autwd, at the Head of a Band out of the 
South Countries, committed frequent Robberies at 
the very Gates of Delly, whilſt this miſtaken Prince, 
inſtead of quelling theſe Seditions by the Sword, 
as his Predeceſſors were wont to do, preſented 


the Authors of them, by way of Compromiſe for 
preſent Quiet, with Veſtments of Honour, which 


only ſerved to make them ſtill more inſolent. 

But to return to Nadir-Cha, this Prince conſider- 
ing what great Inconveniencies his Troops muſt

This Country being the Weſtern Boundary of the 
Great Mogul's Dominions, and bordering upon 
the Perſian Province of Candahar, has a City of 
moderate Strength, called Cabul. The Province 
was now governed by Naſir-Chan, appointed 


Souba or Vice-Roy by his Majeſty of Indoſtan, 


who ſeeing the Danger which threatned him on the 
Side of Candabar, began to put himſelf in a Poſ- 
ture of Defence, giving notice at the ſame Time 
to his Sovereign Mamez-Cha, that the Province of 
which he had the Government was upon the Point 
of being invaded by the Perſian Arms, and that 
F ME e 
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he ſhould not be in a Condition either to repel 
the Enemy, or defend his own Diſtrict, unleſs he 
was immediately furniſhed with a ſtrong Supply. 


As ſoon as. the Great Mogul had this Information, 


| he cauſed a large Sum of Money to be remitted to 
the Vice-Roy, in order for the Jevying of a for- 


midable Army, to put a Stop to the further Pro- 


eſs of the invading Perſian. + HE 
The Souba, being now provided with the neceſſa- 


ry Fund, aſſembled a numerous Army with the ut- 


moſt Expedition, and not conceiving but that 
Nadir- Cha would take his March over the Moun- 
tains, he beſet all the Avenues from them into his 
Province; but the Perſian Monarch having, as it 


| | has been obſerved, agreed with the Pathans to con- 
duct him through a By-Paſſage into Cabul, entered 
the Country without Oppoſition, and ſurpriſed 


| Naſir-Chan in his Camp, who truſting he had 
| ſecured each Paſs from Perſia to his Province, 
| ſpent his Time there in Feaſting and Jollity. Here- 
upon Nadir-Cha immediately attacked him, routed 


his Army with a great Slaughter, and took a vaſt 
Number Priſoners, amongſt whom was Na/ſir-Chan 
| himſelf, who being brought before the Conqueror 
vas generouſly ſet at Liberty, and treated as a 
Friend by him. The Particulars of this Conqueſt 


may be more fully ſeen in the following Letter,

Our Royal General being elevated by the Con- 
queſt of the whole Province of Cabul, and plac- 
ing great Confidence in his Troops, wrote a 
Letter to Mamet-Cha the Great Mogul, wherein he 
aquainted him of his coming, and the Reaſons which 
induced him thereto; and altho* no Copy could 

be had of that Letter, yet by creditable Informations 
the Subſtance was as F ollows: 


« THAT bs was come down with a large Force 
to bring under his Subjection thoſe Countries 
which, belonging to the Perſian Crown by a Con- 
vention made between the Kings Shab Abaas 
and Homagion, were contrary to that Treaty taken 
and kept in Poſſeſſion by the Princes of the N. 
guls : That he had already at a great Expence, 
and the Loſs of a vaſt Number of Men, con- 
quered Candahar and Cabul, and all the Country | 
thereunto belonging; that he deſired Mamet- Cha © 
to retrench his Dominions to the Serbind, that 
is, the River Indus, which was formerly the 
Limits between the two Empires, threatning up- 
on Failure of this that he would not only take 
Poſſeſſion of what lay weſtward of the faid 
Place, but would come up even unto Delly to 
aſſiſt the King, (as all Crowned Heads are bound 
to do one to another) in repairing the degenerate

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With what Scorn this menacing Letter was re-

governed by its own Princes, merely by the Indul-

The News of the Succeſs of the Perſians, and 
of their having paſſed the River Indus, reaching the 
Great Mogul, cauſed his Pride in ſome meaſure to 
abate. He now forgot the preſumptuous Threat- 
nings in his Letter to Nadir- Cha, and all his Cou- 


rage vaniſhed at once, ſo that not think ing himſelf 


fate in Delly, he reſolved to fly to the lower 
Countries of his Dominions, and to deliver the 
Empire up to the Conqueror. For this Purpoſe 


he enquired of one of the Surveyors of his Veſſels, 


in how many Days one might reach Benaris or Pa- 


lena by Water, but the Omrab's  Nezamelmulluck, 


| who bore the Title of Chancellor of the Chancery, 
and Cammarudien- Chan, having got a Hint of this 

puſillanimous Intention, and being deſirous to pre- 

vent it, endeavoured by all means poſlible to keep 


up his Courage. They repreſented to him that 
the Perſian Army conſiſted only of a handtul 


of Men, and that by taking the Field againſt 
them he might infallibly gain a compleat "Vic- 
tory. Although this encouraged him a little, they 
were not able to bring him entirely i into their way of 
thinking; however he ordered that they ſhould 


march with a formidable Army well- provided to 
ſupport the Souba of Labor againſt the Enemy, 


and endeavour to oblige them to withdraw out ot 


the Kingdom; accordingly theſe Omrahs ſet out 


immediately on their March towards that Province, 


at the Head of a large Body of Forces. 


; Sikkeria-Chay the Souba of that Province, a

the triumphant Nacir-Cha, after having paſſed the 
34 Irdus, 
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Indus, and ſet up his Standard in Attot, which was 


likewiſe under his Government, would in a little 
time attack him in Labor, to pave himſelf a Road 


by the Conqueſt of that Province to the Metro- 


polis Delly, gave Notice to the Mogul that the 
Perſians had paſſed the ſaid River, had made Al- 


liance with the neighbouring Heatheniſh Rajas, 


and were now ready to invade his Dominions ; at 


the ſame time urging the Neceſſity of his being ſuc- 


coured by a ſtrong Reinforcement. 


The Receipt of this Letter was ſoon followed 
by a far more diſagreeable Piece of News, which 
was, that one Amierbeek-Chan, a Commander in 
the Perſian Army, had with a valiant Detachment 
marched to Emanabaad on the Frontiers of Labor, 


and in one Night ſurprized and defeated Chalinder- 


Chan, who was there with a Body of ten thouſand 
Men to keep that Poſt, and had taken the Place Sword 
in Hand; as likewiſe that the abovenamed Gover- 
nor, Sikkeria-Chan, who had taken the Field with 


an Army of twenty thouſand to meet and engage 


 Nadir-Cha, hearing of this important Loſs, and 
- judging himſelf unable to cope with the Enemy in 
the Field, had marched back again, thinking that 


by defending his Capital Labor he might gain time 


for the Arrival of the Succours which he expected 
to his Relief; but that finding Nadir- Cha had pre- 
pared every thing to block up the Town, which 


was therefore likely to undergo the Fate of Peſa- 


wor, he came to the deſperate Reſolution to ſally 
forth with his Army, and try if Fortune would 
favour his Courage; that he had accordingly 


marched out of the City with his Troops, and at- 


' tacked the Perſians with great Bravery, but that 


after having engaged them for ſome time, he had

faithfully obſerved by the Perfian General, for that 
after having taken Poſſeſſion of the City, he had 


cauſed Proclamation to be made, That on pain of 


ſevere Puniſhment not the leaſt Diſturbance ſhould 


be given to any in the Place: This Information 
concluded with an Account that the Perſian Mo- 
narch, after having gained that Conqueſt, had ſent 


a Detachment of thirty thouſand, commanded by 


his principal Officers, to engage the Omrahs Ne- 


Zamelmolluc and Cammarudien- Chan. 
Mamet-Cha being acquainted with theſe Diſa- 


ſters, his Eyes were in ſome meaſure opened; he 


begun with more Attention to behold the Tempeſt 


which threatned him, and was now ſenſible that he 
had to deal with a victorious and enraged Enemy, 
who was approaching him at the Head of a tri- 
232 Army with a fixed Purpoſe of dethron- 


ing him, whilſt on the contrary a general Terror 


and Dejection reigned amongſt his own Subjects. 


He now therefore reſolved to create his Son Amet- 


Cha General of his Forces, for which Purpoſe he 
cauſed him to be conducted to him from his Pa- 


lace in a pompous manner, ſeated in a Chair adorn- 
ed with all kinds of precious Stones, conferring on 
him, at the ſame time, many valuable Preſents. 
This Prince having received his Commiſſion, im- 
mediately marched to the Side of Karnal, with In-

gone before him, whither he was ſoon after fol-

_ Both Armies being now come almoſt within 


ſight of each other, a deciſive Battle was ſoon ex- 


pected, which would either ſecure the Scepter in 
the Hands of Mamet-Cha, or reduce him, from a 
kind of Demi-God, to a State of Miſery and 
Contempt. The Perſian Army conſiſting of 
70 or 75000 Men, proud of their Leader and 
3 was impatient to engage the Enemy, 
and to enrich themſelves with the Plunder of the 


immenſe Treaſures of [ndoſtan. 


On the contrary, in the Army of the Mogul, 
Fear, Terror, and Confuſion were predominant 


throughout. The Number of People in the Mo- 


gul's Camp was incredible, being reckoned at above 
 yooooo Horſe, and, according to the Order of the 

Mooriſi Armies, double that Number of Foot; 
but it was a motley, untrained, laſcivious, coward. 


ly Crew, who had never ſo much as ſeen an En- 


gagement, and who were ſo unfortunate at the 
ſame time to be led by the moſt daſtardly Prince 
tat ever took the Part of a Commander upon him. 
As to the Omrahs, who, by good Conduct, might 


In 
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in ſome degree have redreſſed theſe Evils, they 
were at Diſagreement among themſelves, every one 
. commanding as he thought fit, by which means 
theſe Diſorders were augmented. 

The opponent Armies remained thus for ſome 
time without the leaſt Motion, when the Omrah 
Sadaat-Chan arrived in the Mogul's Camp, be- 


ing ſent for by that Monarch from Aoud, of 


which he was Governor. He was by Birth a Per- 
an, and was a very good Soldier, but an impla- 


cable Enemy of Chandouraan one of the King's 
Favourites, and conſequently not the moſt cordially ; 
affected towards his Majeſty himſelf; this Omrah 


being gone to, preſent himſelf before the King, and 
to ſalute the Nobles that attended him, News was 
brought him that the Perſians had ſeized on his 


Baggage, upon which he went out immediately to 
tits Reſcue, being followed by Chandouraan, and 
other Nobles at the Head of their Troops; here- 


upon an Engagement began with the Van-guard of 
the Enemy, and a bloody Fight enſued, Whercin 
great Numbers were ſlain, on both fides, the Ho- 
guls obliging the Enemy to retire to their Main 


Army; but this happy beginning was the only. 
Advantage they ever gained, for here they were

Mogul, acquainted him with what had paſſed be- 
tween him and the Perſian General. 

The two Monarchs met the following Day in 
the manner agreed upon, when, after embracing 
each other very affectionately, Mamel- Cha made 


an Offer of his Crown and Dominions to the Per- 
fian King, who returned him this heroick Anſwer, 


That notwithſtanding he had by force of Arms 
very nigh made a Conqueſt of his whole Empire, 
and might therefore juſtly look upon it as his own, 
he yet declined it, and deſired no more than that 
Accounts ſhould be ſettled between them, and that 
SY whatever Iadoſtan was indebted to Perſia ſhould 
be inſtantly paid; this being conſented to by Ma- 


met-Cha, it was further agreed, That Nezamel- 


molluck ſhould the next Day adjuſt the Differences, 
and that Mamel- Cha ſhould come the following 
Day into the Perſian Camp to be entertained by 
Nadir-Cha, who ſhould on his Part likewiſe dine 
with the Mogul in his Camp, and that after this, 
Matters being reciprocally ſettled, the Perſian 
General ſhould return with his Forces to his own 
Dominions. 


From this promiſing proſpect of a Reconcilia- 


tion, it was to be hoped that the Diſcord between 


theſe two Princes would have been converted into 


an amicable Correſpondence, and the more ſo, 
ſince the Emperor of the  Meguls went the next 


Day, 
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I therefore give you Orders, ſaid he, to inform 
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32 e I11/FOFy Of Nadifr- CHa, 
Day, according to Appointment, to the Perſian 
Camp, where he was received with all the Marks 


of Royalty and Honour. The crowned Heads 
diverted themſclves for the Day extremely well; 


Mamel. Cha, highly pleaſed with his Entertainment, 
not returning to his Camp 'till Eight o' Clock at 
Night, when he made a Preſent to the Per/iax * 


King of an Elephant adorned with Furniture ſet 
with Diamonds, together with fix extreme fine 


Horſes, and another Elephant loaden with three 
- Leckes *. | 


The next Day Nezamelmolluck went to the Per- 


ſian Camp to treat with Nadir-Cha concerning his 


Prctenſions, which were rated by him at the vaſt 
Sum of Forty Caroor for a Loan, and for the 


making good of the Charges of a four Years War 
with the Turks, as likewiſe for the Expences he 
ſhould be obliged to be at the two following Years, 


which he reckoned would be taken upin his Return 


. to Pera; Nezamelmollucꝶ did not ſeem ſtartled at 


ſuch an exorbitant Demand, but endeavoured cooly 


to reaſon the Perſian Monarch into eaſter Terms; 
which he accordingly accompliſhed, bringing him 
to join in the following Contract, viz. That ang. 
Mamet-Cha ſhould refund him Twelve Caroor of 

| Ropees in four Years, three Caroor annually, and 
five Caroor more in Jewels, together with the 
Throne of Tamerlane valued at nine Caroor, ma- 


king in all twenty-ſix Caroor, It was further a- 
greed that both Armies ſhould march off in two 
Days after that Aamet- Cha ſhould have ſigned and 


ratified the above Contract, and that Nadir- Cha

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£,0uld no longer prevent Forage and Proviſions to 


be brought to the Maus Camp. 
Nezamelmolluck, highly ſatisfied with theſe Terms, 


made all poſſible Expedition to lay them before 


Mamet-Cha, that, by ſigning of them, he 
might prevent any farther Calamities to his People 


from this Var; but that Prince, not reflecting on 
the Reaſonableneſs of the Propoſals, conſidering 


they came from a Conqueror who had it in his 
Power to preſcribe him what Laws he pleaſed, 


and even to deprive him of his Crown and Em- 
pire, anſwered, That he had no Fund wherewithal | 


to pay ſuch an immenſe Sum, and that he had 


rather part with his whole Dominions than agree 
to ſuch Conditions. Nezamelmolluck ſhewed him 
how advantageous the Treaty was to him, and 
what reaſon he had to rejoice that his Life and 
Empire were thereby preſerved to him; adding, 


That as for the Money he would find means 


to raiſe the Sum ſtipulated, if it were as much 


again, without in the leaſt exhauſting the Royal 


Treaſure; in order to which he propoſed a Tri- 


bute to be laid upon the * Jentives, whereby, in- 
ſtead of the twelve Caroor which they uſually 
paid, double that Sum ſhould be demanded of them, 

 Mamet-Cha, notwithſtanding this propoſal, poſt- 
poned the Affair till the next Day, and as during 
his whole Reign he had always hearkened to the 
Advice of ſome Sycophants that were about 


him, ſo they were not wanting now to diſſuade 
him from ſigning this Treaty. Nezamelmolluck, 
therefore, waiting the next Day upon his Sovereign, | 
received the following Anſwer, That he was far 


from ratifying the Contract which he had made 


for. him win the Pen an King. This Miniſter |

voke the Reſentment of the Perſian Sovereign, and 
ſacrifice his People either to the Sword or a Fa- 
mine. 

ueſtion he returned, greatly concerned at the 11! 
Succeſs of his Endeavours, according to his Pro- 
miſe, to Nagir-Cha, where, as ſoon as he had 
mace a Report of what had happened, he was 


ordered into Cuſtody by the Perſian General, who 


looked upon it as a plain Violation of Faith to- 


wards him. At the lame time that Prince broke 


out into the following Exclamation. 
I have kept my Word, but thou, faithleſs Megu!, 
haſt not, I hall therefore ſuffer every one in thy 
Camp to periſh for Want, and thou, faithleſs Mamet- 
Cha; and all thy Omrahs ſhall feel the Reſentment 
of my exaſperated Sword, He hereupon encloſed 
the Enemy's Army more narrowly than ever, 
and ſent Word to Mamet- Cha that he would not 
ſheath his Sword till he had cut Him, his Fami- 
Iy and Army in pieces. The following Day, at 
Dawn of Light, the Perſian Monarch gave Or- 
ders to attack the Enemy, to plunder their Camp, 
to deſtroy every thing by Fire and Sword, and 
do raviſn and murder even the * own Con- 
5 cubines.

Not being able to get any Anſwer to this 
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Now did Mamel- Cha, but alas too late, repent 
thoroughly of his Obſtinacy, and being reduced 
to the laſt extremity called for Poiſon, in order 
to make away with himſelf and his whole Family, 
In the mean time the impriſoned Nezamelmol- 
Inck, hearing the dreadful Orders which were given 
to the Perſian Soldiers, requeſted an Audience of 
Nadir-Cha, which having obtained he implored 
that Prince to poſtpone for one Day the Execution 
of the Command: This Requeſt of his was 
granted, upon Condition that Mamet-Cha, who 
having gone back from his Word, was no more - 
to be ruſted, ſhould come that very Day to Nadir- 
Cha, ſurrender himſelf Priſoner, and put his Life 
in his Hands, That being the utmoſt which Ne- 
zamelmolluck could obtain, he ſent this laſt Reſolu- 
tion of the Perſian Monarch to his Sovereign, 
who came to the Camp of Nadir-Cha at three 
of Clock that Afternoon, where he ſurrendered 
himſelf, and was immediately made Priſoner ; upon

The Streets and the * Roofs of the Houſes 


were every where guarded by Soldiers, with load- 
ed Fire-Arms, to prevent any of the Inhabitants 
endeavouring to fee him; though the Reaſon could 


never be gueſied at why he choſe not be ſcen the 
Day of his Entry, ſince he afterwards frequently 


appeared in Publick ; but whatever was the Cautc 


of this, his Orders were executed with ſuch Punc- 


tuality that no one could boaſt of having ſeen him 
at that time, although it is ſaid that he rode on 


Horle-back, accompanied by his Son. 


The Perfan King was ſcarcely arrived in the 


Caſtle before he ordered the City to be fo cloſely 
ſurrounded by his Soldiers, that it was impoſſible 
for any body to eſcape, which ſoon occaſioned a 
great Scarcity of Proviſions, and conſequently a 
dreadful Famine in the Town; he further com- 


manded that the detained Princes of the Royal 
Blood, and the other impriſoned Nobles, who 
were before ſeparated, ſhould be kept together in 
one Place, and that the Wives of Mamet-Cha 


ſhould be conveyed into the Caſtle, and lodged in 
a ſeparate Apartment; the Chief amongſt theſe, 


called Milko Semanio Begum, a Daughter of the 


late King Farogzier, being a Woman of high 


Spirit, and expecting nothing but Importunities 
and Force from this Removal, and that ſhe ſhould 
be obliged to ſatisfy the Laſciviouſneſs of the 
Perſians, is ſaid to have put an end to her Lite 
by Poiſon, in which Reſolution ſhe is reported to

of his valuable Jewels and vaſt Treaſures, which 


had been heaping together by the Monarchs of 
Indoſtan during a Series of many Tears. He filled 


his Cheſts ſtill more, by exacting heavy Contri- 


butions from the Nobles and all "the Inhabitants 
without Diſtinction ; the Collection whereof was 
made with ſuch Severity that many, whoſe Poſ- 


ſeſſions were for the beſt part taken from them, 
or whoſe hereditary Goods were ſeized upon, dai- 
ly made away with themſelves either by Daggers 


or Poiſon. The Soldiers of this Monarch in the 
mean while did not fail of following their Lea- 


der's Example, robbing and plundering on every 
fide, and cauſing a univerſal Deſolation through 
the City.

The Perſian King finding 
how treacherouſly he was dealt with by the Mo- 
guls, who, upon a falſe Report only of his Death, 
had attacked his Troops with ſuch Inveteracy, was 
enraged beyond meaſure, and gave his Soldiers Or- 
ders to plunder and burn the whole City of Delly 
the next Day, to raviſh all their Women, and put 
to Death every one, of whatever Sex or Age, they 
found in the Place, 

The time appointed for executing this fatal Or- 
der being come, Nadir-Cha went without the Gates 
of the City to be an Eye- -Witneſs of the horrid | 
Tragedy, placing himſelf in a Moſque in the Plain 
of Nichocque, where the Shops of the Bankers and 
Merchants are, and which is therefore a very popu- | 
lous Place, Now begun the greateſt Slaughter | 
and Havock that ever was heard of; the Blood 

flowed in Rivers through the Streets, and not the 
leaſt Mercy was ſhewn by the exaſperated Perſians. 
The Women, after having been forcibly debauch- 
ed, were either murdered by their Raviſhers, thus 
cleanſing their polluted Honour with their Blood, 
or elſe were taken Priſoners, In a word, the In 
human Soldiers made uſe both of Fire and Sword, 
without the leaſt Reſtraint, to ſatiate their Re- : 
venge, and to leave Poſterity a ſad Memorial of 
their Rage and Barbarity ; Slaughter and Ruin 
| reigning 1n every Street, and the Town itſelf being

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in Flames at four ſeveral Corners at the lame 
time. 

The Omrah, Netinelaiatlack, who was yet un- 
der Confinement, hearing the Groans of the 
Wounded and Dying, and the Cries of the ra- 


viſhed Women; and from this, and ſome confu- 


ſed Reports, apprehending what had happened, 
found means to eſcape from the Watch that was 


ſet over him, and ran directly to Nadir-Cha, 


whom he found fitting in the Moſque beholding, 


with great Tranguillity, this horrid Ravage. He 


was eating Sweetmeats at the ſame time, ſome of 
which he cauſed to be preſented to the Omrah up- 


on a Plate, who refuſed to accept them, ſaying, 
That he was not come to receive Food, but Death 


from his Hands, ſince he had taken away ſuch a 


Number of Lives without enquiring from whence the 
| Diſorder ſprung which provoked him to it, and 
then ſolemnly asked him if he was not afraid Hea- 


ven ſhould cauſe the Moſque, wherein he. ſat, to 


fall on him and cruſh him to Death, when he had 


been the Occaſion of the Peftradtion of ſo many 


thouſands, merely on account of ſome Villains 

having ſpread a falſe Report of his Death, where- 
by a few of his Soldiers had ſuffered in a Tumult: 

| Take but ſome of the Sweetmeats, replied the 
Monarch, and Pil go and give Orders for the 

Slaughter to ceaſe; and do you at the fame time 
make a diligent Search after Thoſe who were the 

Occaſion of it, that they may ſuffer a Puniſhment 


equal to their Crime. 


It was Noon when the Perſian King gave "Or" 
ders to ſheath the murdering Sword, "which had 
raged through the City ever ſince the Break of 
Day; but it was impoſlible to have this Order im- 
mediately executed every here, or loon to aſſuage 


the 
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the Fury of the provoked Soldiers; and the more 
| ſo, becauſe, as was afterwards diſcovered, a great 
Number of the moſt abandoned Profligates had 
mixed themſelves with the Perſians; the Cries 
therefore of Murder did not ceaſe *till late in the 
Evening, and the Fire could not be extinguiſhed 
*till eight Days afterwards. „ 
The following Day the Perfan Monarch gave 
Orders that all the Priſoners, except the moſt beau- 
tiful Women, ſhould be ſet at Liberty. The dead 
Bodies, which were ſpread through the Streets 
and left there for ſome Days a miſerable Specta- 
cle of the Rage and Cruelty that had been com- 
' mitted, ſoon cauſed an Infection in the Air, 
Which made the ſaid Monarch iſſue his Commands 
that the Mahometans and Pagans ſhould be pro- 
miſcuouſly burnt together in Piles. By this time 
 Nezamelmolluck had diſcovered thoſe who ſpread 
the falſe Report of Nadir-Cha's Death, and who 
were conſequently the Occaſion of all this Deva- 
ſtation, who, although nearly related to himſelf, _ 
were ſtrangled by his Command. | _ 
The Blood that was ſhed had quenched Nadir- 
Cba's Revenge, but his extravagant Avarice was 
not yet ſatisfied, for he impoſed new Contributions 
on the Inhabitants of Delly, who were already 
ſufficiently fleeced by him, and extorted a Diſ- 
covery from them, by a kind of Torture in uſe 
among the Perſians, where what they had left of 
value was to be found, when it was immediately 
ſeized, and conveyed to the Conqueror's Treaſury, 
Ihe Cauſe of theſe repeated Oppreſſions was at- 
tributed to the Death of Sadaat-Chan, who, during 
his Life had always been a Protector of the com- 
mon People, had executed the exorbitant Nemands 
of Nadir-Cha with Reluctance, and had taken 
„„ 8 from 
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from none but thoſe that were rich. Inconceivable 
Treaſures were amaſſed together by theſe compul- 
five Methods, and the Perfan Soldiers being forbid, 
on pain of Death, to keep any more than a 1055 
dred Ropees for themſelves *, the Surplus of their 
Plunder was depoſited in the King's Treaſury. 
The great Pearls, ineſtimable Diamonds, 
choice Rubies, and other ſelect precious Stones, 
which for a long time paſt had been collect- 
ing by the curious Emperors and Nobles of In- 
doſtan from all parts, but eſpecially from the 
rich Diamond-Mines of Golconda, between Fu- 
ratt and Orixa, were by Order of the Perſian 
King packed up in Cheſts, that they might be 
more caſily removed. Theſe Jewels alone were va- 
lued at nine million ſix hundred and fifty thouſand 
Pounds Slerling. 
Ihe pompous Hall of the Tadoſtan Sovereign, Wi: 
the Walls whercof were covered with filver Plates, 
and adorned with maſſy Pilaſters of the ſame 
Metal, were diſrobed of all their ſplendid Orna- 
ments, which, together with the Silver coined i] 
and uncoined, were melted down into Bars to be 1 
conveyed by Camels; but the gold Ropees were 
packed up in Cheſts, to the making of which 3 
great Number of Workmen were daily employed. 
All theſe Treaſures laſt mentioned amounted, as is 
credibly affirmed, to the immenſe Sum of One 1 
hundred and lfty- one Millions and a half Ser- 
ling. ; 
Many, perhaps, will look upon this Account 
as a Fiction, not being able to believe that ſuch 
aſtoniſhing Riches could poſſibly be found in one 
: Kingdom 3 but thole, who have had the Oppor- 
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tunity of being acquainted with the vaſt Conflu- 
ence of Wealth to the Court of the Great Mogul 


from all Parts, will eaſily give Credit to it. 
In the mean while a Report was ſpread that 


* the Perſian Monarch intended to re-eſtabliſh Ma- 


mei- Cha on the Throne of Jndoſtan, and to return 
himſelf to his own Dominions, which was corro- 
borated by the Preparations he made for the Re- 
moval of the Treaſures, his draining and cruel 
Treatment of the Subjects of that Kingdom, 
many of whom he cauſed to be ripped up, or 
their Noſe and Ears to be cut off for ſlight Miſ- 


demeanours; and laſtly, by his not having af. 


cended the Mogu's Throne. This Suggeſtion 
was yet farther credible from a Promiſe the Per- 
ſian Prince had made the impriſoned Emperor, that 
he would reſtore him to his Crown. 

This Promiſe was at length made good by Na- 


dir-Cba, after marrying one of his Sons to a 


Niece of the Magul, who was Grand-daughter to 
Prince Kambegs Son to the famous Aurengzebe, 
to whom he gave a Dowry of forty Caroor * 


which, though a prodigious Sum, might very well 2 


be ſpared by "Nadir-Cha out of his enormous Ex- 
actions on the Subjects of Indoſtan, _ : 
Ihe Perfian Monarch, not being ſatisfied with the 
Demolition of the Capital Delly, and the vaſt Trea- 
ſures which he had amaſſed, demanded farther, That 
Mamel- Cha ſhould retrench the Boundaries of his 
Empire, and that his Dominions for the future 
ſnould extend no farther than the Indus; this was 
agreed to by the impriſoned King, now accuſtom- 
ed to ſubmit himſelf to the Laws of the Conque-

Mamet-Cha's Camp; theſe returned Monday 


Evening the 15th of the ſaid Month *, with 
News that Sadaat-Chan, one of the greateſt and 


moſt powerful Nobles of Indeſtan, and Governor 
of ſeveral Places, was arrived at Malipct to the 


Mogul's Aſſiſtance with thirty thouſand Men, 


and a great Quantity of Artillery, Elephants and 


warlike Stores. Upon Notice of this I broke 


up with my whole Army at two in the Morn- 


ing and in order to prevent S$adgat Chan's 
joining the Mcgul, made my Forces halt be- 
tween Carbaal and Malipot, hoping at the ſame 


time to draw Mamet-Cha out of his Camp, he 
being too advantageouſly intrenched to be attack 
ed there. 


On Tueſday Morning an Hour and a Half 
after Sun-rifing, I found my ſelf on the Eaſt- 


fide of Mumet-Cha's Camp, when ſome of Sa- 
daut-Chan's People were intercepted, and brought 


before me, of whom J got Intelligence that the 


ſaid Chan had ſafely arrived in the Camp of 


Mamel-Cba at three o' Clock the Morning be- 
fore. I, being advanced within a Mile of the 
Enemy? s Camp, thought proper to ſtop there, 
and throw up Entrenchments, but Mamet- Cha, 


ſeeing himſelf ſtrengthened with ſuch a Force, 


ordered all his Troops to be under Arms, two 
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formerly Thamas Kouli-Kan. 55 
thirds whereof he left in Care of his Camp, and 
came half a Mile to meet me in the Afternoon 
with the remaining Part, attended with a great 
Quantity of Artillery, Sc.

ſiaſtieal Judge of thoſe Places where the Pay- 
ment has been made, who muſt give a Receipt 


of the ſame ſealed up by himſelf, and take 
ſtrict Care not to do any thing contrary to 


this my Order, or deviate from it in the leaſt 


After the Accounts of the Revenues and Ex- 


pences ſhall have been examined, and approved 
of by my dear Son, if it ſhould appear that 


the Expences exceed the Incomes, ſuch Defi- 
© ciencies muſt be paid by him out of what is 


due to me. Every body in the mean time muſt 
be cautious not to ſwerve from their Duty, for 
ſuch ' as ſhall have done it may be aſſured they 


ſhall be dealt with, at my Return, according tro 


their Works; on the contrary, ſuch as are 
obedient, and keep within the Limits of their 


Duty, ſhall be overflowed with our Royal Grace
